Army Officers Say Feat of Maj. Kir- 
by Never Was Done Before 
in Amcrica. 

RANTOUL, Ill., Sept. 24.—Offi- 
cers at the army aviation school here 
declared today that the feat of Maj. 
Maxwell Kirby, who changed seats 
in an aeroplane at an elevation of 
more than 1000 feet, was the first 
of its kind ever accomplished in the 
United States. 

Maj. Kirby arrived Saturday from 
Dayton, O., where he was in charge 
of an aviation school. He made his 
first flight here yesterday. ascending 
alone in the rear seat and using 2 
stick control. When the aeroplane 
was a quarter of a mile in the air, 
and running at the rate of a mile a 
minute, the Major climbed to th:

NEW POLITICAL ENTENTE PLANNED 


Conference Called in Hope of Group- 
ing Men or Parties. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 24.—A political 
working agreement among the Pro- 
hibitionists, Progressives, Socialists, 
single taxers and union labor is said 
to be the purpose of a conference to 
be held here Oct. 3. There will be 
100 delegates, 20 from each contin- 
gent, and they will meet behind 
closed doors. 

Virgii G. Hinshaw, chairman of 
the National Committee of the Pro- 
hibition party, would not predict that 
anew party was to be formed. 

“Such a prediction would consign 
my own party to the scrap heap,’’ he 
said. 


Plans of the leaders of the parties 
concerned in the conference would 
include membership of other “lib- 
eral’ elements; joint headquarters in 
Chicago, New York and Pacific Coast 
and gulf states’ cities. They would 
work through their separate treas- 
uries for the election of at least 40 
selected Congressmen in 1918. 


Only 100 Seniors Enroll at Harvard. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 24.— 
The full effect of the war upon edu- 
cational work was demonstrated 
when Harvard University began its 
282d year today with scarcely more 
than 100 of the senior class of about 
600. Enlistments also have cut heav- 
ily into the junior and sophomore 
classes, but the entering class was 
only slightly below normal. It is 
cstimated that ths usual registration 
of about 5000 in al! departments of 
the university will fall to less than

DEALERS SAY CITY 
WILL BE UNABLE TU 
GEFANY HARD GOAL 


Express Opinion After Confer- 
ence With Administrator 
Garfield. 


GOVERNMENT’S POLICY 


Will Be to Limit Shipments of 
Fuel to Markets Nearest 
to Mines. 


St. Louis will have to do without 
anthracite coal this winter, in the 
opinion of coal dealers who returned 


yesterday from a conference in 
Washington with Coal Administrator 
Garfield, and may have to give up 
even the higher grade of Illinois soft 
coal known as Carterville. 

E. J. Wallace, secretary of the St. 
Louis Coal Club and of the Western 
Fuel Distributors’ Association, who 
attended the conference, said today 
that Administrator Garfield an- 
nounced at the meeting that after 
Oct. 1 the Government's policy would 
be to limit coal shipments to the 
markets nearest ‘the mines. The 
mines nearest St. Louis are those in 
the Standard and Mount Olive fields, 
which produce soft coal. 

The only exception to this, Wal- 
lace said, will be to permit anthra- 
cite and the higher grades of soft 
coal to be shipped to the more dis- 
tant markets in the North, wkere the 
severity of the winter requires the 
greater heat-producing fuel, and the 
supplying of hard coal to a small 
number of industrial plants engaged 
in metal refining where a coal of 
chemical purity is essential.. A small 
number of such plants in St. Louis 
will be permitted to obtain hard coal, 
Wallace said. 

Hard Coal Not Needed. 

Garfield, according to Wallace, 
pointed out that the climate of St. 
Louis is mild enough that hard coal 
is not needed here for domestic use 
and that very few industrial plants

Mrs. King Could Not Have 
' Fired Fatal Shot.

State Knows Person Who Tele- 
graphed That Rich Widow’s 
Death Should Be Investigated. 


CONCORD, N. C., Sept. 24.—Gas- 
ton B. Means, business agent and 
confidante of Maude A. King, 
the wealthy widow whose death has 
resulted in a charge of murder beitg 
brought against him, pleaded not 


guilty at a preliminary hearing be- 
gun here today.

counsel, exercised h‘s legal privilege 
of declining to be examincad before 
Magistrate Palmer, and the herr:ng 
was conducted by Magistrate Pitts. 
Attorneys representing ths Stats of 
New York, and Cook County, IL, 
were present. 

Dr. William Burmeister, chief Cor- 
oner’s physician of Chicagn, testified 
that in his opinion it would have 
beon impossible for Mrs. King to 
have held the piste! which: inflicted 
her death wound. Means at the 
Coroner’s inquest testified shat Mrs. 
King accidentally shot herself and 
that he was soveral yards awav. Dr. 
Burineister testified that there were 
no powder marks a:ound the wound 
to support the tkreory that Mrs. 
King’s own hand hela the revolver. 

Lawyers and criniinal experts from 
three states are present at the hear- 
ing, the object of which is to bind 
Means over to await the action of the 
grand jury. 

Wound Above Left Ear. 

L <A. Wellington, a Coneord un- 
dertaker, told of removing the body 
of Mrs. King from Concord Hospital. 
The wound behind the left ».ar and a 
fractured left ankle were the only 
marks on the body. 

Dr. Burmeister told of performing 
his autopsy. He said the wound was 
two inches above the opening of the 
left ear and that there was no evi- 
dence of powder burns, At about the 
left eye-brow was a’ small Hemor- 
rhage under the skin but no abra- 
sion outside. 

He told of finding the leaden por- 
tion of the bullet on the right front 
side of the brain, having been de- 
flected by the front of th eskull. 
The steel jacket of the bullet was 
found on the left side of the head 
near the channel through which the 
bullet passed. He then described the 
fractured ankle, saying it had oc- 
curred during life. By the length of 
the right forearm, he said, there was 
no question but that Mrs. King was 
right handed.

GOVERNMENT VIRTUALLY PUTS | 


EMBARGO ON GOLD FOR SPAIN 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Treas- 
ury officials, carrying out the Gov- 
ernment’s policy governing the con- 
servation of gold, have virtually de- 
cided upon a policy prohibiting the 
export of gold to Spain. 

No gold has been licensed for ex- 
port to Spain since the President's 
proclamation became effective, ex- 
cept several small shipments which 
already had been loaded aboard 
steamers. 

Exportation of gold to Spain has 
been growing steadily up to the time 
of the President’s proclamation. Be- 
tween Jan. 1 and Sept. 1 of this year 
the volume was approximately $8S,- 
000,000, the largest recorded in any 
similar period of time. It was ad- 
verve to the trade balance, which was 
in favor of the United States, Sept.

Steel Prices Cut Nearly 
One-Half by Agreement 


Trade Commission and Manufacturers Reach 
Compromise After Many Conferences--- 
| Workmen’s Wages Not to Be Reduced. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Steel 
prices agreed upon between the Gov- 
ernment and producers were an- 
nounced today as follows: 

Steel bars at Pittsburg and Chicago, 
$2.90 per hundredweight. The re- 


cent price was $5.50. A reduction of 
47.3 per cent was effected. 

Other prices agreed upon, all sub- 
ject to revision Jan. 1, 1918, but to 
become effective immediately, fol- 
low: 

Iron. ore, basis, lower lake ports, 
price agreed upon $5.05 gross ton, 
no change. 

Coke, Connellsville, price agreed 
upon, $6 net ton; recent price, $16 a 
ton; a reduction of 62.5 per cent. 

Steel plates, basis Chicago and 
Pittsburg, price agreed upon, $8.25 


hundredweight; recent price, $11 
hundredweight, a reduction of 7.5 
per cent. 


Pig iron, price agreed upon, $33 
hundred gross ton; recent price $58 
hundred gross ton, a reduction of 
43.1 per cent. 

Steel shapes, basis Chicag oanda 
Pittsburg; price agreed upon, $3 
hundredweight; recent price $6 hun- 


dredweight; a reduction of 60 per 
cent. 
This announcement of prices 


agreed upon after many months of 
investigation by the Federal Trade 
Commission and after conferences 
between Government officials and the 
leading men of the fron and steel 
business, was accompanied by the 
following statement: 


“It was stipulated, first, that there 
should be no reduction in the present 
rate of wages; second, that the prices 
above named should be made to the 
public and to the allies as well as 
to the Government, and third, that. 
the steel men pledge themselves to 
exert every effort necessary to keep 
up the production to the maximum 
of the past, so long as the war lasts. 

‘‘Measures will be taken by the 
War Industries Board for placing or- 
ders and supervising the output of 
the steel mills in such manner as to 
facilitate and expedite the require- 
ments of the Government and its al- 
lies for war purposes and to supply 
the needs of the public in a way to 
insure the best interest of all as far 
as is practicable. 


“ Aspirit of co-operation was manil- 
fested. b ythe steel men and no doubt 
is entertained that every effort would 
be made to bring the production as 
nearly as possible up to the extraor- 
dinary demands resulting from the 
war.”

CHURCH IMPROVEMENT 
FOR ‘INNER ST. LOUIS 


Ministerial Alliance Will Call 
Conference on District East 
of Grand Avenue. 


The Ministerial Alliance, meeting 
today at Schuyler Memorial, decided 
to call a conference to provide bet- 
ter church conditions for the dis- 
trict they call “Inner St. Louis,” 
which lies east of Grand avenue. 

The action followed the reading 
of a report by the Rev. A. H. Arm- 
strong, chairman of the Committee 
on Comity of the Church Federation 
of St. Louis, in which it was shown 

Ti this district, with about half 
of the city’s population, there are 27 
churches with 8549 communicants, 
of whom 3307 have to take cars to 
reach their places of worship. 

The report told what ‘s being done 
by the Church Federation to solve 
the problem of evangelism in this 
district An effort is being made t> 
have the Protestant churchnien o? 
all denominations agree on a plan t» 
prevent overlapping by establishing 
a sysetm of parishes, certain terri- 
tory to be assigned to different de- 
nominations. 

Dr. Armstrong described some of 
the unimpressive Protestant 
churches, with their lack of distinct- 
ive architecture, and said Protestants 
needed to learn something from 
Catholics in the use they made of 
architecture and environment to im- 
press the young. 

Dr. Armstrong’s report recom- 

mended to the City Mission and 
Chinrch Extension Societies of tho 
various denominations a co-operative 
effort toward adaptation to the pres- 
ent and future needs of its commun- 
ity, with the object of securing more 
strategic location, of creating build 
ings whose type and equipment shal! 
provide for the program of work, 
the furnishing of equipment minis- 
tering to the highest efficiency and 
to the obtaining of leadership trained 
for the specific type of work to bz 
carried on. 
The report declared for the prin- 
ciple that Protestant St. Louis is the 
parish of Federated Protestantism, 
oelieving that this principle, if rec- 
ognized, will lead to the districting 
of the city into parishes, and the as- 
signment of these parishes t> local 
churches.

Packages Aroused Suspicion. 

Parsels and boxes taken into the 
rman consulate at Bucharest with 
isplay of great precaution aroused 
ae suspicions of the Rumanian Gov- 
rnment.. On Aug. 27, 1916, the eve- 
ing prior to the date of Rumantia’s 
eclaration of war, some of th cases 
rere taken to the German legation,

Convinced that the boxes were not 
aken away from the legation by the 
ferman diplomatic mission on its 
eparture from Bucharest, the Ru- 
1anian authorities later ordered the 
olice to find and examine their con- 
mts.

He 
asserted he would make a good profit 
were his distribution 600 gallons a 
day, which could be handled with 
the same labor that it requires to 
distribute 280° gallons.

C., last Tuesday, at the instance 
of Mrs. Bingham’s relatives, an au- 
topsy performed in the presence ofa 
detective of national reputation and 
several physicians, some of the vital 
organs were removed and sent to 
New York and the body presumably 
was reinterred. 

The statement given out by the 
lawyers said: 

“On Friday morning last, Sept. 21, 
the press was full of rumors to the 
effect that the body of the late Mrs. 
Robert Worth Bingham was to be 
disinterred. Her grave is in the cem- 
etery at Wilmington, N. C. 

“Neither Judge. Bingham nor anv 
of his friends knew anything about 
the matter, and the same is true of 
Helm Bruce, counsel for the execu- 
tors and legatees under Mrs. Bing- 
ham’s will. The dispatches stated 
that the health office of Wilmington 
would make no statement and would 
not even affirm or deny that he had 
granted any permit for disinterment. 
It was further stated that the collat- 
eral relatives of Mrs. Bingham had 
put a guard over her grave. 

“On Saturday a friend of Judge 
Bingham was in Wilmington to as- 
certain exactly the condition of af- 
fairs. It now appears that at $3 
o’clock Tuesday( Sept. 18) the dis- 
interment took place; that an au- 
topsy was performed in the presence 
of William J. Burns and several phy- 
sicians, that vital ‘parts of the body 
were removed; that these parts were 
¢+urned over to someone and taken to 
New York. It is needless to say that 
all of this was surreptitious and 
was a secret closely guarded until 
the object was accomplished. 

“It was presumed that the dis- 
interred body was reburied. It was 
then that the supposed necessity 
arose of jealously protecting the 
grave from violation. : 

“It belongs to the public to form 
its own opinion of this ghastly 
drama. 

Left Estate Worth Millions. 

“Mrs. Bingham was attended in her 
last illness by Dr. M. L. Ravitch, Dr. 
W. F. Boggess and Dr. 8S. A. Stein- 
berg. On Thursday, July 12, two 
weeks before her death, Mrs. Bing- 
ham had a severe attack. Her broth- 
er, William R. Kenan, was summoned. 
by Judge Bingham and came. He 
conferred fully with Dr. Ravitch con- 
cerning Mrs. Bingham’s’ condition 
and approved everything that was 
being done. 


“On Sunday, July 22, Mrs. Bing- 
ham’s condition was such that Judge 
Bingham wrote her sisters that he 
thought they should come. Respon- 
sive to this, her sister, Mrs. Wise, 
came, arriving Wednesday evening, 
July 25. Mrs. Bingham was then 
fully conscious and remained so un- 
til Thursday night. Mrs. Wise re- 
mained with her until the end came 
Friday. 

“There were two trained nurses. 
Their official charts and records are 
n the custody of Dr. Boggess: These 
records will be kept in a secure place 
and produced when a proper occasion 
arises. 

“When, if ever, whispered suspi- 
cion shall become an audible charge, 
such charge will be met with facts.”’ 


Mrs. Bingham died in Louisville on 
July 27 last. The death certificate 
gave myocarditis as the cause. Mrs. 
Bingham left an estate having an 
estimated value of more than $70,- 
000,000, the greater part of which her 
will gave to members of her family. 
A codicil to the will, executed about 
a month. before her death, be- 
queathed $5,000,000 to Bingham. 
That this codicil would be contested 
has been indicated.

JEFFEKSON CITY, Sept. 24.— 
The wording of the indictment 
brought by the special grand jury 
‘against’ Lee Jordan for an  over- 
charge of $3777 on cement bills has 
caused much speculation here In 
the true bill, Jordan is charged with 
having deceived former Warden D. 
C. McClung as to the amount of ce- 
ment he was actually delivering to 
the penitentiary. 

It i@*well known here that Jordan 
told the Prison Board when the dis- 
crepancy first was discovered that 
his short deliveries to the prison 
were made with the knowledge and 
consent of Warden McClung and Mc- 
Clung admitted to the board that he 
knew all abaut the transaction. 

Indictment Wording Peculiar. 

It is believed here that either the 
grand jury failed to get that evi- 
dence, or that the indictment against 
Jordan is worded so that Jordan can 
be brought in to make a statement 
involving other officials and receive 
immunity for himself. 

Following the indictment against 
Jordan Saturday night and the joint 
indictment against John Scott, for- 
mer Capitol Commissioner, and Joa 
Riner, the coal dealer, Judge Slate 
ordered the grand jury to proceed 
with the penitentiary investigation 
and the inquisitors convened at 10 
o’clock this morning. 

A subpena was issued this morn- 
ing for J. Patrick Murphy, former 
Assistant Chief Clerk of the peni- 
tentiary, whose exposures of the 
McClung management 
lished in the Post-Dispatch last Jan- 
uary. 

All of the witnesses whose state- 
ments were published in the recent 
investigation of the penitentiary by 
the Post-Dispatch have been sub- 
penaed and will appear before the 
grand jury today and tomorrow. 

George H. Schrieffer, a former at- 
tendant on the private farm of D. 
C. McClung, has toJd of driving hogs 
and cattle from tHe penitentiary to 
McClung’s farm under McClung’s in- 
structions. 

He also asserts 50 hams which 
were hauled to the McClung farm 
by convicts in a prison wagon, and 
buried in a dugout or cave near the 
barn, were later removed by Mce- 
Clung, who took them away in an 
automobile.

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 24.—Just 
as the Argentine Chamber of Dep- 
uties was preparing to vote on the 
question of breaking diplomatic re- 
lations with Germany, an official 
communication was received from 
the Berlin Foreign Office. The note 
disapproved of the ideas expressed 
'by Count von Luxburg, the German 
Minister here, regarding Germany’s 
“cruiser warfare.” The word 
“cruiser’’ leaves some doubt as to 
whether or not Germany intends to 
modify her submarine campaign. 


However, a declaration of war by 
Argentina on Germany has been pro- 
posed. 


Foreign Minister Pueyrredon gave 
out two notes from Dr. Luis B. Mo- 
lina, the Argentine Minister at Ber- 
lin. The first reads: 

“I confirm my telegram of Sept. 21 
and am transmitting-the exact text 
of the note from the German Govern- 
ment in reply to your communication. 
As you will see, the satisfaction can- 
not be more ample or definite. 

“This note was delivered personally 
to me by the Imperial Chancellor, 
who has just returned from Munich 
and who repeated the sentiments of 
the note in a most expressive and 
definite manner. There is no doubt, 
therefore, that the German Empire 
condemns the conduct of Luxburg, 
whose opinion was purely personal, 
and it is disproved absolutely. You 
may be sure the German Government 
will faithfully keep its promises.”

HOOVER ASKS PEOPLE TO CUT 
DOWN USE OF SUGAR ONE-THIRD 


Appeal Is Result of Request for Fx- 
ports by French, Who Face Pros- 
pect of Two Months’ Famine. 


WASHINGTON, - Sept. 24.—-Focd 
Administrator Hoover has appealod 
to the people to reduce their con- 
sumption of sweets to leave a share 
for their French allies, who are fac- 
ing the prospect of two months en- 
tirely without sugar. 

“We have received a request from 
the French Government,” Hoover 
said, “that we allow them to export 
from the United States 100,000 tons 
of sugar during the next inonth anl 
probably more ata later period.

“Sugar even to a greater amount 
than the Frencn ration is a numan 
necessity. If our people will reduce 
by one-third their purchases and 
consumption of candy and of sugar 
for other uses than preserving fruit, 
which we do not wish to interfero 
with, we can save the Frcnch situa- 
tion.”’

Dennis T. Kirby, who raised a com- 
pany of volunteers in 8t. Louis jin 
1861 and became a Brigadier-General 
in the Civil War, is in St. Louis, the 
guest of his sister, Mrs. H. V. D. 
Straat of 6016 Maple avenue. This 
is his first visit to this city {n 38 
years. | 

Capt. Wallace T. Kirby of the 
Twenty-fifth Engineers, a son of Gen. 
Kirby, at present is on his way to 
join the expeditionary forces in 
. rance. 

In recalling incidents of the Civil 
War, Gen. Kirby said ‘hat at the 
time, he was recruiting nis company 
here'for the Eighth Missouri Volun- 
teers, a regiment of Confederates was 
being recruited across the street from 
his recruitng office, and it was in/ 
‘hat regiment that roost of his friends 
enlisted. 

When the Eighth Missouri was 
completed it first was stationed «at 
the arsenal, then commanded by 
Capt. Nathanial Lyon, who after- 
wards became a General. Kirby was 
raised to the rank of Major after the 
first battle in which his regiment en- 
gaged, being elected by his brother 
officers, despite the fact he was the 
youngest Captain in the regiment. 

When the term of enlistment of 
| the Eighth Regiment members ex- 
pired, Kirby was attached to the 
Twenty-seventh Infantry as Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel. He was breveted 
Brigadier-General for distinguished 
service at Vicksburg. For that serv- 
ice he also was voted a ' medal of 
honor by Congress. The medal was 
accompanied by a certificate which 
explained that the medal was given 
for ‘‘cohspicuous gallantry in action 
at Vicksburg, May 22, 1863, this of- 
ficer. with great gallantry, succeeded 
in saving the colors from capture 
after the color bearer had been shot.” 

He also has personal 
commendation from Gens. Sherman 
Nand Grant. 

During the last year of the war 
Gen. Kirby was attached to the Sev- 
enteenth Army Corps. under Gen. 
Frank P. Blair, as commander of 
outposts and skirmishers.

Advantages ofa‘T’Trench 


Constructing Fire-Bays 
Chapter IV on Trench Warfare 


By J. 8. SMITH. 


This is the fourth installment of “Trench Warfare,” a book by J. 8. 
Smith, being published in the Post-Dispatch as a series of articles. Mr. 
Smith is an American, born in Philadelphia, who enlisted in the fall of 
1914 in the Twenty-ninth Vancouver Battalion. He saw service along the 
Belgian front, and in August, 1916, received a commission in the British

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Constructing T fire-bays and zig-zagged trenches. 


. | The “‘T’ trench has many ad- 
vantages. T fire-bays may be sin- 
gle, double or treble (that is with 
one, two or three bays). Fire-bays 
in any length up to 15 feet with 8 
feet traverses are for firing p.n- 
poses only, and the control trench, 
sometimes known as the lateral com- 


munication trench, as its name im- 
plies, giving lateral communications, 
is used for that purpose only. There- 
fore, the fire-bays and_ control 
trenches can be narrower than 
trenches which have to be used for 
both purposes, thus lessening the 
amount of repair and revetments 
work required. And the intervening 
ground between these fire-hbays gives 
the same result as a traverse used 
in a traversed trench system, and 
saves the labor of digging a more 
intricate system. The control trench 
gives an officer or N. C. O. in charge 
of the T bays a chance to handle his 
men and fire in these bays without 
struggling around innumerable tra- 
verses and wasting time very often 
when a minute lost or gained means 
lives lost, or part of a trench ‘ys- 
tem in the hands of the enemy.

Care in Under-Cutting. 


It is only under very exceptional 
circumstances that under-cutting a 
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shelter should be cut in the rear wali 
only. These shelters must be care- 
fully supervised and watched by the 
officer, as men are very often care- 
less, with the result that the shel- 
ters are dug in a hurry and poorly. 
Then it rains, the shelter falls in, 
and the men are no more. It should 
be high enough for a man to sit up 
straight, and long enough for him 
to lie down in, and deep enough for 
two men to lie side by side. It 
should be raised at least a foot above 
the floor level in the trench to pre- 
vent water from the trench floor 
from coming in. A shelter smaller 
than these dimensfons is useless. It 
has a demoralizing effect, destroy- 
ing all activity, mental and physi- 
cal. 

These shelters can only be prop- 
erly made by cutting into the raar 
trench wall the necessary depth and 
length and right to the top. Then, 
with any material which is conven- 
ient, such as corrugated iron, brush 
wood, old rubber sheets, revet the 
sides and back. A corrugated iron 
roof is supported on posts at a depth 
of about a foot to a foot and a half 
below the normal level of the 
ground. Then, when posstble, cover 
this with rubber sheets. If not pos- 
sible to procure rubber sheets, sim- 
ply cover with dirt excavated from 
shelter, taking care that it does not 
rise higher than your parados. 

Tend to Delay Troops. 

A fire-trench, however, si not a 
proper place for shelters, and they 
are generally better as a weather 
protection than a shell-proof shelter. 
Even this should not be favored too 

nuch, as it tends to cause obstruc- 
tion, delay and inconvenience in tha 
passing of troops. The real dugouts 
for the accommodation of men, hold- 
ing a line are generally behind the 
fire-trenches in an immediate sup- 
port line, or as in the case of T-bays, 
in the control trench and communi- 
cation trenches leading to and from 
them. These are large dugouts, hav- 
ing a depth of 30 and 40 feet, and in 
some cases capable of holding i00 to 
250 men, generally having from 5 to 
10 exits and entrances. Here the 
men stay during bombardments and 
are generally safe frodm any caliber 
shell which may light on top, unless 
a half dozen should light in the same 
particular spot. 

This work is generally of a v :"y 
skilled and technical kind. Plans, 
drawings and labor are supervised by 
the engineers, expert tunnelers belng 
used in constructing work, although 
the infantry supplies working parties 
tc dispose of the dirt, etc., resulting 
from these excavations and to carry 
the materials and tools needed and 
required in the construction. 


The design and general scheme of 
a small dugout which can be made 
by the infantry under the snpervi- 
sion of an officer, without the aid 
of an engineer, are given here. The 
dugout should be approximately 6 
feet from the floor to roof and about 
§ feet wide, with an approximate 
length of 12 feet, thus allowing men 
to lie down and yet leave room for 
passage through. The width depends 
upon the number you intend to*have 
occupy it. Each man requires 18 
inches. Depth to be dug below ground 
depends entirely to what extent you 
may raise the roof upon the ground 
without making an unduly exposed 
hump which will at once tell the 
enemy a dugout is there. , 

The thickness of the roof should 
be approximately 6 feet, constructed 
with side posts, cross beams, corru- 
gated iron, water proof oilcloth, sand- 
Sandbag revetments 
should be used in the strengthening 
of side posts. When possible walls: 
should be lined with waterproof oil- 
cloth and entrances so placed that 
they get as much sun as possible. 

Great care and attention must be 
given to these dugouts, and even 
though taking a little longer than 
seems necessary, care must be taken 
to see that they are substantially 
constructed, otherwise they are in a 
constant source of danger of cave- 
ins during heavy shelling and bad 
weather. Not more than ten men 
should occupy one of these dugouts. | 
Then, if accidents happen, your cas- 
ualties are not so great.

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GERMAN CAPTIVES 
THINK AMERICANS 
ARE CANADIANS 


Impossible for U. S. Troops to 
Have Come to France, 
Prisoners Declare.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES 
IN FRANCE, Sept. 22.—‘You are 
not Americans. You are either Ca- 
nadians or <Australians. Germany 
has made it impossible for Ameri- 
can troops to come to France.” 

An officer of a United States com- 
mand repeated to me this bit of 
German comment when American 
soldiers clustered about a barbed- 
wire inclosure in which were more 
than 100 freshly-taken German pris- 


oners. They were captured at a 
part of the line in the immediate 
rear of which this American com- 
mand is billeted. No amount of con- 
vincing argument by the American 
troops would shake the Germans’ be- 
lief that their U-boats were prevent- 
ing all American troop transporta- 
tion. 

With all its rigors, German censor- 
ship had not so entirely convinced 
other of the German contingents. 
Some Germans were taken prisoners 
at one part of the line where they 
attempted a raid because they heard 
Americans were manning those 
trenches and wanted to try to take 
American prisoners. 

It is a testimonial of rapid work 
that men who a few weeks ago were 
living in America should now be out 
here in the rear of the battle zone. 
German shrapnel is bursting in black 
puffs on the sky line,-in full view of 
this camp. But this rapid work has 
its drawbacks, for these contingents 
have outdistanced boots and cloth- 
ing, which, unless they come along 
soon, will find these American sol- 
diers entirely dressed by the British 
and fed by the British. Terrific 
rains are too much for the ordinary 
American marching boot. 


Men Retain Good Humor. 


Despite the fact that these men, 
many of them raw recruits, have 
come to unusually cold and drench- 
ing weather from cities in America 
which were still scorching under a 
torrid sun, they have maintained 
their humor. One has maintained 
it so well that he mistook a German

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PAINTINGS DRAWS 
CROWD 10 MUSEUM 


Seven Galleries Required to Hold 
Works of Americans Filled 
All Day Long. 


Bad Paintings Due to Rage for 
Sensationalism Fail to Harm 
_ Creditable Exhibition. 


| 
The first public display of the City 
Art Museum's twelfth annual exhibi- 


tion of paintings by American artists, 
together with perfect weather, at- 
tracted to the museum yesterday one 
of the largest crowds it has recently 
entertained. Seven galleries wee re- 
cuired to house the display of 207 
cxamples of native talent, and 
through them all day long visitors 
flocked by hundreds. 

There were many children, as we!l 
as adults, and the latter unmistak- 
ably divided themstives into two 
groups. The laymen among them 
were content to enjoy the pictures 
frankly, with little comment, while 
those considering themselves con- 
noisseurs were to be detected by such 
mannerisms as that of cupping the 
hands when viewing a picture, by 
their lofty contempt for all paint- 
ings which most persons would find 


pleasing, and by the jargon of 
“rhythms,” “vibration of color’”’ 
and “emotional oscillations” which 


they paraded aloud for the delecta- 
tion of bystanders. 
Display Credit to America. 

With many examples of bad paint- 
ing—due largely to the rage for orig- 
inality and novelty which is preva- 
lent, and which finds sensationalism 
and disdain of all artistic principles 
the casiest means at hand—the exhi- 
bition, in its best examples, may be 
considered very creditable to Amer- 
ican art. This is the more discern- 
ible’ because the selection of the 
paintings marked a new departure in. 
the museum’s policy. Instead of re-{ 
questing certain artists to contribute 
definite pictures, the management 
adopted the “open jury’’ system, in- 


mit such pictures as he wished, the 
final selection to be made by a jury.

Many observers counted as one of 
the chief features of the exhibit the 
versatility with which contemporary 
painters imitate almost every school 
of art.

.Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

' Instead of going down to the bottom of 
the matter, the milk discussion, by proper 
analysis of facts, there has been a lot of 
silly talk creating a hostile feeling amongst 
the public against milk producers and dis- 
tributors. The facts in the case are that 
cost of milk production mainly depends 
upon cost of feed ang labor. The United 
States Government has thoroughly investi- 
gated the cost of milk production. Any- 
one interested can obtain the results of) 
this government investigation, as pub- 
lished in bulletins issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. These bulletins 
should form the only basis for what the 
cost of milk production actually will be on 
farms in southern [Illinois and Missouri 
during the coming winter. 

The actual cost of milk transportation 
from the farm to St. Louls, either direct 
or through receiving stations maintained 
by St. Louis iailk dealers in the country, 
can 36 @tedily ascertained from the rail- 
roads. -

tion, bottling and delivery, has been col- 
lected by the United States Governme:.

; The Commission must also consider that 
the milk producer has more than one mar- 
ket, i. e. the St. Louls family trade, to 
dispose legitimately of his goods. Milk is 
not only sold in itg natural forms, such as 
cream, for ice cream making, skimmed 
milk for baking, butter, cheese, dried case- 
in, condensed or evaporated milk, milk 
powder, malted milk, various baby foods and 
besides it can be turned into veal or pork. 

Naturally the milk producer, like any 
other producer, will sell to the highest 
bidder and if the milk manufacturer ap- 
pears as a strong competitive bidder 

against the fluid milk distributor, the re- 
| sult fe that the highest bidder gets the 
product. 

One of the most important factors in 
the mflk market at present is the enor- 
imously increased export demand for all dairy 
products. Look at the prices for evapo- 
rated milk, milk powder, butter and cheese 
for the last three years, then look at the 
export shipments and you will see from 
where the wind blows. If there was to- 
day an embargo on dairy products, the 
bottom would drop out of high milk prices 
at once.

STONE’S SPECIOUS PLEA. 


In his effort to block protests of the Democrats 
of Dunklin County and other parts of the State 
against the conduct of himself and his colleague, 
Senator Reed, with regard to the administration’s 
war measures, Senator Stone resorts to the usual 
specious plea of the discredited political leader. He 
warns the Democrats o* the danger of splitting the 
party by internal quarrels and factional bicker- 
ings. 

The Senator, of course, in his ardent desire to 
save his skin, misses the point. The danger to the 
party does not lie in possible bickerings over the 
condemnation of the wrong conduct of discredited 
leaders and the repudiation of their leadership, but 
in the discrediting of the party in the minds of 
the people by its failure to repudiate its misrepre- 
sentatives and to condemn the improper conduct 
of its office holders. 

The success of the party does not depend upon 
the favor and good will of discredited leaders, put 
‘:pon the approval and support of the voters of the 
State. Blocking public protests by the party or- 
ganization or by the members of the party does 
not stop the condemnation of the conduct of its 
leaders and office holders. The thing to be feared 
is the shifting of the public condemnation of its 


their leadership. The loss of discredited and mis- 
representative leaders is of small weight to a party 
compared with.the desertion of voters on account 
of bad leadership. 

The real injury to the party is the misconduct of 
Senators Stone and Reed. All the danger the 
party suffers arises from their misconduct. Its 


that they do not represent the party and that 
their leadership is at an end. 

The Democratic party of Missouri is in a critical 
condition. Its State ticket barely escaped defeat 
on account of the misconduct of the State admin- 
istration. It was saved only by the popularity of 
the Wilson administration. It is now facing pop- 
ular condemnation on account of the conduct of 
its Senators in Washington. Speaker Clark is 
under a cloud. The party cannot win in the next 
election under the continued leadership of men 
whose attitude and conduct towards the war and 
the necessary measures for the successful conduct 
of the war are condemned by at least eight-tenths 
of the voters. The party must square itself with 
the people at any cost to its leaders. This is 
obvious to the meanest intellect.

A ROMANCE OF WAR AND SCIENCE. 

In the operating room of a hospital of the 
Verdun front in the fall of 1916 a collection of 
the most frightfully maimed men of all the war 
had been made, a collection at which even the 
surgeons turned pale. When the most frightful 
case of those there was wheeled forward, half 
reclining in a hospital chair, it was seen to be 
that of a piteous victim of the German liquid 
fire. 

From his head to his waist only his eyes had 
been spared. Burns which had left his face 
spotted with hideous blotches, half of charred 
flesh and half of e§gfy red and which had seared 
the chest until charred pits showed to the bone 
and trunk nerves and a network of smaller 
nerves had been exposed, condemned him to one 
of two terrible alternatives. And both alterna- 
tives led straight to death. If attempt were made 
to remove the gauze dressings, the pain would} 
kill him. Unless they were removed the ac- 
cumulating poisons of the injuries would quick- 
ly destroy life. 

It was then that a wonder-working American, 
Gordon Edwards, stepped out and sprinkled the 
wounds with an amazing new liquid. The pa- 

‘ent, described as reduced by suffering to a 
“half-bestial organism,” relaxed. The terror in 
the eyes over what he feared was coming faded. 
The dressings were torn from the raw flesh 
without the patient’s knowledge. 

This supreme moment for Gordon Edwards— 
for thereafter a marvelous improvement began 
resulting in the man’s recovery—was not 
gained without a desperate struggle which must 
always be told to the discredit of army red tape 
and medical ultra-conservatism. The story of 
this depressing struggle and its pleasant ending 
is related most vividly and interestingly by Ed- 
gar A. Mowrer in the current issue of Collier's 
Weekly. He says that Edwards, a native of Mil- 
waukee and a "05 graduate of Stanford Univer- 
sity, California, achieved the subjugation of the 
problem of local anasthesia, not by accident, but 
as the result of a definite resolve and purpose 
undertaken in California five years ago. 

His liquid, called “nikalgin,” was perfected in 
New York just as the war opened in 1914 and he 
went to Europe to introduce it free of charge. 
But because he was an electrical engineer rather 
than a doctor and because he refused to tell the 


what he did. The fact that other officials have 


are combined to make his liquid, he was received 
with contempt and rebuffs though he asked no 
pay. Even with Anne Morgan financing his ef- 
forts, it took him two years to make any head- 
way. In Paris and London he was known as @ 
patent medicine faker and his great discovery 
was ridiculed as “nickel-gin.” 

Now agonized patients in war hospitals re 
ceive. him as a supernatural being from whose 
hands miracles in relieving all pain proceed. 
Mystifying cures of far advanced cases of gan- 
grene being unexplained by nikalgin’s anesthetic 
qualities, the discovery was made that it is also 
one of the most powerful antiseptics known. 
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ALDERMANIO MILE COMMITTEE. 

Upon the Committee of Seven, appointed by the 
Board of Aldermen to investigate the cost of milk 
distribution in St. Louis, devolves the duty of get- 
ting all the facts upon which the public can base 
a conclusion as to whether the local mfik distrib- 
utors are entitled to an increase in the price to 
the consumers, and, if any, how much. \ 

This is a duty upon the faithful performance of 
which rest the health and in many cases the lives 
of the little children in the poorer districts of the 
city who depend upon milk for their daily food. 
Every member of the committee should feel that, 
in this work, his individual efforts may mean life 
or death to some helpless infant. 

Milk, with its allied products, such as butter 
and cheese, forms 22 per cent of the daily diet of 
the average American family. Old as well as 
young depend upon it, and those suffering from 
tuberculosis must have it in abundance. If, in 
these days when the nation is called upon for sac- 
rifices in order to save humanity, anyone is reap- 
ing undue profit from milk or any other part of 
the people’s food, as Mr. Hoover has well said, 
“he should be branded with the brand of Judas, 
for selling the blood of our sons for profit.” 

The public will be admitted to the meetings of 
the Aldermanic Milk Committee, which is to be- 
gin its investigations next Tuesday. Undoubted- 
ly many persons, not connected with the milk 
industry, can give valuable information. But the 
attention of the committee should be especially 
concentrated upon the dealers, who should be 
compelled to show their books and prove their 
case, if they have any. 

The question is, how much gross and net profit 
“shave the companies made in recent years, year 
by year; how much are they making this year. If 
they are doing, as‘some of the: profiteers are— 
grabbing undue profits now to make up for lean 
years in the past—the public avants to know it. 

When we have all the facts and figures, the 
power of publicity can make itself felt. The mat- 
ter is pressing and no time should be lost. With 
almost every other food product being sold at an 
increase of from 60 to 200 per cent over its cost 
three years ago, a famine in milk, due to prohibi- 
tive prices, would be unendurable, especially when 
the dealers have admitted that the product of- 
fered them is more than they can distribute. 


GOV. 


FERGUSON’S " IMPEACHMENT. 

Six of the 10 counts on which Gov. James E. 
Ferguson of Texas was removed from office relate 
to manipulations of State funds—the deposit of 
such funds in banks in which he was interested 
and the contraction of loans under circumstances 
virtually enabling him to turn State money and 
credit to his private profit. Three counts relate 
to his acts affecting the State University and one 
to his refusal to tell where he obtained the final 
$150,000 loan to straighten out his tangled finan- 

cial affairs. 

He is described as cheerful under the condemna- 
tion voted by overwhelming majorities. Doubtless 
he imagines that the manipulation of public funds 
by the political machines in many states in the 
past affords a certain precedent and excuse for 


escaped impeachment and disgrace for kindred of- 
fenses has no bearing on the quality of the justice 
administered in his own case. His claim to be a 
martyr to “the interests” {is absurd. He got ex- 
actly what he deserved. In the State in which he 
had twice been elected Governor but four Senators 
voted to exculpate him on the more serious counts. 

In his heavy punishment a particularly censur- 
able form of graft is everywhere penalized. Light- 
fingered officials in all states who divert public 
assets to their own private advantages may take 
warning from his fate. 
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Herr Stresemann, who said that eemiien would 
never declare war; Herr Zimmermann, who 
thought that Mexico and Japan would leap upon 
the United States if it did, and Herr Hyderbrand, 
who said that England would be starved into 
submission by: dug. 1, all three are reasons why a 
prophet is without honor in his own country. 
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THE LIARS OF WARTIME. 

The scandal-monger, who is worse than a 
nuisance at any time, is a downright menace in 
these days of war and as such ought to be ruth- 
lessly suppressed. Russia serves as the. horrible 
example of a country where he is permitted to 
reach his apotheosis. 

One correspondent says that a stupid propa- 
ganda of lies has wrought even pacifists in Petro- 
grad to such a state that there is prospect of a 
reign of terror like that which disgraced the 
French revolution. The most abominable stories 
are spread about the country’s leaders and there 
are always people silly enough to believe thém. A 
Finnish regiment is said to have slaughtered its 
officers in a barbarous manner because of a false 
report that they were treacherous to Kerensky’s 
Government. 

The bearer of false witness has always flour- 
ished in times of great turmoil. To find an {1- 
lustration close to home one has but to remem- 
ber some of the preposterous tales that in the 
recent Hast St. Loufs race riots inflamed mobs 
to greater lust for butchery. One can loiter around 
the hotels in Washington for a day and pick up 
more wild rumors, more baseless reports of scan- 
dal of all kinds, than even that rumor-factory 
normally produces in a month. And as each re- 
port is bandied from mouth to mouth it grows 
bigger and bigger through repetition. 

This is not a time when one should hear the 
talebearers with patience. It is a time when gos- 
sip ought to be discounted about 98 per cent. 

Above all, it is a time when people should re- 
flect that the most Insidious treason is that which 
deals in lies, and that loose-mouthed, irresponsible 
babbling may be a greater menace to a country in

The Fearful Reason 


Wear Clothes 


clothes style for the cooler weather, it seems appropriate to ask 


fee being the Fall Fashion season when men and women turn towards 


a fundamental question. Why should there be any such thing as 
fashion changes, anywayf What is the reason why men wear clothing 


at all? 


Everything leans toward psychology nowadays, so a psychologist fath- 
oms the mystery—Prof George Van Ness Dearborn, head of the. Department 
of Psychology at Harvard University. If any man can know, he ought, and 
his answer, summed up, seems to be that we wear clothes because we are 
afraid not to wear them. Below you will find his reasons for that optnion:

Professor of Psychology at Harvard University. 


ing — freedom from various 
things, various forms of feaz. 
The fundamental proposition that I 
wish to call your attention to is that 
clothes serve as a protection especial- 
ly against fears of various kinds. 
There are at least 10 sorts of fear 
from which clothes serve to protect 
the well-dressed individual. 


In the first place, and most im- 
portant of all, is undoubtedly rid- 
icule. I have no doubt that more peo- 
ple are impelled by fear of ridicule 
to dress well than by any other one 
motive. Then, second, there is fear 
of an estimation of poverty, fear of 
being considered poor if they weal 
poor clothes, fear of estimation of in- 
efficiency or stupidity in as far as 
those things are indicated by one’s 
money, by what is spent on clothes. 
And then again there is fear of skin 
discomfort and of bodily internal dls- 
comforts. 

Also, there is fear of estimation of 
bodily immodesty, though nowadays, 
perhaps, that is a rather minor af: 
fair. And then there is the fear of 
anxiety. By that I mean what might 
be called the “fear of fegr’’—fear of 
being considered lacking in self-re- 
spect, fear of being considered %b- 
trusive, fear of a real under-estima- 
tion. That is to say, if a man who ls 
making good in sundry ways dresses 
poorly, it is perfectly logical and 
proper for him to fear that his wear- 
ing of such clothesg will cause his 
success to be underestimated. 

Fear, therefore, underlies mostly 
the psychology of clothing, just as it 
underlies other important features of 
our social life. 

I should like, if it were possible, t» 
enlarge on this ultra, super-impor- 
tance of fear in our social life. There 
is no one thing in this world that the 
vast majority of men and women 
need to be relieved of more than va- 
rious kinds of fear. Fear is one of 
the worst enemies of our civilzatin, 
our comfort, and moreover of our 
efficiency. The whole trend of modc- 
ern psycho-therapeutics, Christctian 
Science, and all such aspects of men- 
tal influence, is an attempt to over- 
come fear in people’s minds. And the 
most important aspect of fear, of 
course, is worry. Worry is a chronic 
but none the less powerful form of 
fear. 

Protection and relief from these 
fears, then, I take it is the real aim 
and purpose of our system of clothes. 
And as such it is of tremendous im- 
portance. For fear is so instinctive- 
ly a part of each unique individual 
that relief from it in all its phases 
is a positive joy. I wish to call your 
attention to that proposition. To be 
relieved of fears is not merely a 
negative thing. It is a source of 
positive satisfaction, of positive de- 
light and joy. Add to that vanity, 
self-confidence, pleasant anticipa- 
tion, satisfaction with one’s self, and 
we have the pleasant emotional tone 
which lends a tremendous energy 
and “pep,”’ so to say, to the desire 
to be well dressed. 

“Clothes fear” is none the less 
powerful and effective as a motive, 
because it is often sub-conscious. 
Sometimes the individual is wholly 


fF REEDOM is served by our cloth- 


j Saaware of it, but it is no less prac- } 
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tically important because he is un- 
conscious. 

This sort of fear, relating to not 
being well-dressed, is obviously more 
sub-conscious in men and boys than 
in girls and women. That is to say, 
wcmen have more consciousness of 
being ill-dressed than men haye. 
There is a biological reason for that 
condition. But I firmly believe that 
men also should in some way be 
aroused to pay more attention than 
a great many of them do to their 
personal appearance as far as clothas 
are concerned. Being well dressed 
is part of an essential ratio between 
happiness and efficiency wnich needs 
to be emphasized. 

The discomfort of ill-fitting clothes 
may not readily be exaggerated, and 
is of very great practical importance 
so far as efficiency goes. The mul- 
tiform discomforts of clothes are a 
genuine economic factor—I believe 
in many men and women a matter 
of 10 per cent or more of efficiency. 
That is purely, of course, an esti- 
mate, but I believe it is a conserva- 
tive one. As I look back over my 
own work hours and see how many 
of them were disturbed by clothing 
discomforts of one kind and an- 
other, I am sure that at least a 10 
per cent lack of full efficiency comes 
from lack of proper clothing. And 
that is saying nothing of the unhap- 
piness caused. And we have an in- 
herent right to contentment and to 
happihmess, if we can get them. 

Tha, reasons we wear clothing? 
To escape fear and to attain com- 
fort. And much to be congratulated 
is the dresser, male or female, who 
reaches both these goals.

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Work of 3.500.000 Men Needed 
to Keep the Guns Going One Day 


AR is an expensive business. 

W Just now the energy of 

many millions of men i5 

being directed to produce things 

that are a total waste. The concen- 

trated effort of the whole world is 
being given to destruction. 

Most of us have realized these 
facts in a hazy way. It has re- 
mained for a writer in the Illustrated 
World, Chicago, to reduce some part 
of the loss to figures that we can 
understand. When a machine-gun 
is in action it fires about 600 shots 
a minute, costing a total of $18. 
With hundreds of these guns going 
at once, in the face of a charge, 
money is being burned at a rapid 
rate of speed. But this cost is small 
compared to that of shells for a six- 
inch gun, worth $60 each. Great 
as that item becomes in a single day, 
it is almost insignificant when meas 
ured by the expense of a 14-inch 
gun, the shells for which cost $800 
each. 

Consider for a moment the effort 
necessary to supply these death- 
dealing weapons. The average 
American earns something like $3 
a day. Converting the cost of am- 
munition into terms of labor, 1000 
rifle cartridges, worth $26, repre- 
sent the work of one man for eight 
and two-third days. On the western 


' front the daily consumption of bul- 
lets for rifles and machine guns is 
approximately 6,000,000 rounds. 
This means that the labor of 6000 
men was required eight and two- 
third days, or 43,000 men for a 
single day to supply the 6,000,000 
cartridges. 

At least 150 miles of the Western 
front is the scene of war opera- 
tions every day. It has been com- 
puted that 5000 big gun shells are 
required daily for every milo of this 
line, or 750,000 shells for the active 
front. The cost of these shells is 
placed at $7,500,000, produced by 
the labor of 2,500,000 men. Adding 
to this the quantity of small arm 
ammunition that is used daily, the 
labor of at least 3,500,000 workers is 
necessary to keep the guns going 
for even one ordinary day. 

Great as the amount of labor re- 
quired in the mefiufacture of am- 
munition, even that seems small 
when ranked with the effort inci- 
dental to the production of a big 
gun. To turn out one of six-inch 
caliber complete with carriage and 
valued at $16,500 calls for the con- 
tinuous labore of 18 men for one 
year. To make a 14-inch gun, cost- 
ing $140,000 for gun and mount- 
ing, 100 men are required for more 


than a year and a half.
